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#104 ary notion is, of the greater weight and nw- 
ment we ſhall find it, and the more every man is 
concerned in it. Let me intreat you then not to 
deſpiſe this little Paper, but to read it deliberate- 
ly, and ponder every Sentence in it : For it bee 
ing ſo brief, (that the memory may not be bux- 
dened,) there is not a word: ſuperfluoys, which is 
not neceſſary to the unfolding the ſenſe of the Com- 
mand. Search the Scriptures alfo whereby every 
thing is. proved; and afterward ſearch and exa+ 
rrine: your. ſelves about the breach of any of #hefe 
Precepts either in the whole, or in part. And if 
the Tudgements of God, that lie now ſo heavy up- 
01 ws,. have 'begot any purpoſes of amendment, do 
n0t add this new uggravation of your gilt, to break 
thoſe freſh Vows whereby you. have bound your ſelves 
to God. And for the ſtrengthening of them, Give 
your ſelves to Prayer, as the Pſalmifts Phraſe 
7s, Plal. 109. 4- | Conſidering alſo ſeriouſly ( as an 
help to that ) what it is you ash, of God in that 
form of Prayer which our Lord made, of which 
I have alſo added a fhort Explication. And re- 
member withall , that all the Prayers you make 
will not- profit you, unleſs they canſe you to keep 
Gods Commands better, which is the end likewiſe 
of all you. believe. Read over that which you call 
the apoſtles Creed, and you will find that every 


, 


branch of it doth naturally bring forth in holy 


life. When you confeſs God to be' the Creator of 


the World: it plainly implies his Supreme Autho- 
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rity over you , and the obedience you owe to hims 
pon that account. When you acknowledge Jeſus 
to be his Son and your Lord , it lays a neceſſary 
' engagement on you to be governed by thoſe Laws 
which the Father Almighty hath ſent him to give 
#5. For he dyed, and roſs again to confirm and 
ſeal them. Fle aſcended to Heaven to take upon 
him the Government of the whole World. And 
he will come again to Judge both the quick and 
dead according to their Works. And therefore 
what manner of Ferſons ought you to be in all 
holy Converſation and Godlineſs, that you may 
be found in Peace at his appearing ? But it is 
not my buſineſs now to expound the Creed , whoſe 
Words are better underſtood, than its Deſign ; 


which is (T ſay) to lead us to the obedience of 


Gods holy Will in all things; 'That 3s it which I 
would gladly promote. And TI earneſtly beſeech 
you that this ſmall labour may have no ſmall Ff- 
fe&, but be ſo ſucceſsful as to excite in you ſuch a 
working Faith as will ſave your Souls.
